Authority members are hopeful 
that additional marginal property in 
the area can be acquired for develop- 
ment as demonstration projects in 
connection with the Authority conser- 
vation program.

The Royal Bank of Canada 


James Muir questions if 
Canada developing her 
human resources as effectively 
as her natural resources 


Present teachers’ salaries make decent living 
standard impossible for those who train 


and mould character of

The “depressed . occupational 
status” of Canadian teachers, in 
churches; schools and universi- 
ties, and the dangers posed by 
our apparent neglect of those re- 
sponsible for the training and 
building of the moral character 
of our youth were emphasized 
by James Muir, Chairman and 
Président of The Royal Bank of 
Canada, in his address at the 
bank’s annual meeting in Mont- 
real on Thursday, January 10th. 
“It is clear enough that the eco- 
nomic resources at the disposal 
of our schools and universities and 
even of many of our churches 
are insufficient to maintain de- 
cent living standards for the de- 
voted men and women whose 
life work it is to train t inds 
and develop the character of our 
young people,” said Mr. Muir. 
“In this we are failing to make 
the fullest and wisest use of key 
human resources; we are failing 
to give them a reward consistent 
either with equity or incentive; 
and we are endangering there- 
fore the future welfare of our 
whole economy.” 


CRISIS IN EDUCATION 


“The present economic posi- 
tion of the teaching profession is 
an anomaly. The economic posi- 
tion of all teachers has deterior- 
ated relative to other professions 
of comparable training and re- 
sponsibility, and relative to the 
working force as a whole. Thus 
the teacher today finds himself 
in the same occupational “de- 
pressed area” which he occupied 
as long ago as 1776.: With the 
present disparity between the 
salaries we pay our teachers, and 
the salaries we pay for compar- 
able talent elsewhere, we can- 
not expect to recruit or to retain 
enough qualified men and wo- 
men to maintain our present 
teaching standards in our schools 
and universities. 

“Here then is a case where the 
allocation of our human resour- 
ces would seem to be unrespon- 
sive to the ordinary operation of 
the price mechanism. But this is 
only partly true. In fact, the sup- 
ply of teachers is likely over a 
period of time to be only too 
responsive to the price mechan- 
ism; the market will work only 
too well and we shall lose much 
of what-is best in our educa- 
tional “Preatice through the 
spread of too snie®»a._ staff over 
too many courses and students, 
and through the deterioration of 
the staff itself. 


“We as citizens must, through 
government, business, or indivi- 
dual action ensure that our 
schools and universities are pro- 
vided with sources of funds suffi- 
cient to attract, to retain and to 
replenish those human resources 
of talent, training and experi- 
ence that teaching requires.” 


INFLATION STILL THREAT 


The continuing threat of infla- 
tionary pressure, some of them 
from mew and unexpected quar- 
ters, was also emphasized by 
Mr. Muir, who expressed the 
view that it might be necessary 
td enlarge the powers of the cen- 
tral bank if we were to keep 
under full control the forces 
which threatened the integrity 
of our money. 

“It is now nearly fourteen 
months since the Bank of Cana- 
da came to real grips with the 
problem,” said Mr. Muir. “The 
battle is a stiff and continuing 
one, and victory has not yet 
been achieved. And in this bat- 
tle, unenlightened selfishness is, 
perhaps, the most dangerous 
‘misguided missile’ combating 
those who would confine infla- 
tionary forces and preserve the 
integrity of our money. 

“The Bank of Canada and the 


CAN PRESENT CURBS HALT 
INFLATION?: 


“There are at least two 
sources of inflationary pres- 
sure which the central bank, 
with its present powers, will 
find it difficult to reach,” said 
Mr. Muir. 

“First, it is possible, even 
with no increase in the money 
supply, to increase the acti- 
vity of that supply by putting 
otherwise idle funds into the 
hands of spenders through the 
ordinary devices provided by 
the capital market. 

“Second, it is possible, with 
no increase in the money sup- 
ply, to increase the funds 
available to businessmen and 
consumers from sources other 
than the financial institutions 
ordinarily controlled by our 
monetary authorities. 

“In both cases, we have, in 
the classic phrase, an increase 
in the ‘velocity of circulation’, 
but the implications for pol- 
icy are sufficiently different to 
merit separate treatment. 

“It would seem to be at 
least open to doubt whether 
the present facilities and tech- 
niques available to our mone- 
tary authorities are sufficient- 
ly wide in scope to deal with 
present-day problems of cre- 
dit control. The classical wea- 
pon — upward movement of 
interest rates, largely through 
commercial banks — may by 
itself prove .an impotent pol- 
icy. It may be taking too posi- 
tive a view of a distant scene, 
but it would at least appear 
that, in order to be fair and in 
erder to achieve the best re~- 
sults, our monetary and credit 
control may have to embrace 
a wider area of our financial 
world. than it now does. 


“A rigorous monetary pol- 
icy has already enjoyed. a 
large measure of success in 
the traditional area of bank 
credit. Its over-all success 
may depend in large measure 
on the efficacy of the volun- 
tary arrangements already 
reached in the non-bank area, 
or on the extension of credit 
control by the central bank 
or other organs of goveérn- 
ment to include this increas- 
ingly ‘important source of 
liquid fubds.” 


chartered banks have co-oper- 
ated within the broad frame- 
work of monetary policy to re- 
duce to almost negligible pro- 
portions the net inflationary ef- 
fect of chartered bank opera- 
tions. 

“Consumer credit continues to 
expand, but consumer credit di- 
rectly or indirectly finanted by 
banks fell off significantly in 
1956. For example, personal 
loans by chartered banks fell off 
during the second half of “the 
year, while similar loans by loan 
companies and credit unions 
continued in 1956 the rising 
trend established in 1955. Retail 
consumetr credit by instalment 
finance companies rose through 
1956 to a new high, while char+ 
tered bank loans to instalment 
finance companies fell steadily 
during the second half of the 
year. 

“These favourable results, so 
far as chartered bank credit is 
concerned, were due to a mone- 
tary policy that kept the brakes 
on the expanding money supply, 
thereby allowing market rates of 
interest to rise with the increas- 
ed demand for funds. 

“In addition to overall] policy 
on money supply and money 
rates, the Bank of Canada con-

K. M. Sedgewick, General 
Manager, noted 'that not 
had the assets of the Royal 
reached the imposing total of 
$3,571,298,320 but that deposits 
had passed the $3% billion mark, 
both new high points in Cana- 
dian banking history. While our 
loaning policy during the year 
was a restrictive one,” said Mr, 
Sedgewick, “in line with our 
agreement with the Bank of Ca- 
nada, yet the buoyancy of our 
economy demanded that we ac- 
commodate many deserving cli- 
ents with new or increased lines 
of credit.

“In spite of lower balances in 
Government accounts of some 
$45,000,000,” said Mr. Sedgewick, 
“deposits of the bank increased 
by approximately $216,000,000, 
The number of our depositors 
grows steadily-and we receive 
much satisfaction in realizing the 
high percentage of the country’s 
population who deal with us.” 
Earnings for the year were $12,- 
467,268 after providing for de- 
preciation and income tax. This 

re compares with $10,858,484 
in the previous year. 

Mr. Sedgewick discussed the 
bank’s extensive building and 
renovation programme, and 
mentioned that branches and 
sub-branches operating in Cana- 
da numbered 797, while those 
abroad totalled 75. 


ROYAL BANK ABROAD 


“International banking on s# 
broad scale has been a special 
characteristic of the bank for a 
long period,” said Mr. Sedge- 
wick, “It has long been our pol« 
icy to select business carefully 
and, as a result, the asset posi- 
tion of our Non-Domestia 
branches continues at a high 
standard. For over ten years, @ 
special section of the bank's 
Foreign Department has been 
devoted to the development of 
information necessary to those 
engaged in trade, and the per~ 
manent staff of this department 
is augmented by the flow of 
senior men between overseas 
branches and Head Office.” This, 
Mr. Sedgewick mentioned, makes 


‘the bank well equipped to ren- 


der a specialized and essential 
service to clients and others en- .

Too Much Nagging 
Bad for Children 


The note from the school nurse 
read: “Linda J. in Grade 10 has 
started biting her nails again. 
She looks unhappy and depress. 
ed. I suspect her parents are 
pushing her too hard.” 

Linda's records showed she 
was the youngest of three girls. 
One older sister was a nurse, the 
other a high school teacher. Her 
father was an accountant; her 
mother had been a public school 
tescher. Despite her parents’ ac- 
tive interest in education, Lin- 
da’s school progress had been 
average. However, she was not 
since intelligence 
tests rated her as “dull normal”. 

When Linda was interviewed 
in Grade 9, I'd noted she was 
eager to please, but timid. She 
Was an “over-achiever”’ — one 
who does better work than her 
mental ability would suggest she 
was capable of. I'd discovered 
she made her progress in school 
only by dint of exceptionally 
long home study. 

When I sent for Linda, her 
nails were bitten to the quick; 
her face bore a haggard, down- 
east expression. So anxious was 
she for help, she did not hesi- 
tate to discuss family relation- 
ships. 

Her parents had determined to 
provide each of the children with 
as good an education as their 
finances could stand.. The two 
w'der girls had lived up to ex- 
pectations; tl parents were jus- 
tifiably proud of thoem.. They 
could not hide their disappoint. 
ment at Linda's relative lack of 
achievement. They kept urging 
her to study harder. And they 
were ashamed she attended vo- 
cational school, instead of a col- 
legiate. Linda, unable to take 
any pride in her school accom- 
plishments, felt guilty and re- 
jected — because her parents 
expected her to follow exactly 
in her sisters’ footsteps. 

I thought of Edna, who knew 
that her father preferred her 
older sister. Marilyn, because 
she was prettier and more tal- 
ented in music Edna did not 
bite her fingernails. She vented 
her emotions through petty 
thieyery, which landed her in a 
family court. 

1 thought of Jimmy, potential- 
ly a brilliant scholar. He neglec- 
ted school work in a vain effort 
to become a star athlete, as his 
older brother had been, because 
Jimmy’s father placed more im- 
portance on athletic prowess 
than school marks. 

Fortunately, Linda case had a 
happy ending. Her parents were 
not stupid, Led to realize they 
had been expecting too much, 
they relaxed the pressure. Her 
marks actually increased slightly. 
Linda stayed at school until she 
completed Grade 12, then went 
to work in an office. She is still 
not a quick or original thinker, 
but she is neat, painstaking, 
loyal. Her work {s appreciated; 
she is happy. 

Not all children are as fortu- 
nate. Edna grew into a bitter, 
vindictive woman, looking on 


the world with a cold, hostile 
eye. Jimmy realizes now he 
should have stayed in school, in- 
stead of dropping out in disap- 
pointment because his athletic 
‘ambitions failed. 

Children need the constant 


love and confidence of their par- 
ents. If the parents openly prefer 
one child to another, {if they fail 
to recognize that each child is an 
individual with his own strength 
end his own weaknesses, if they 
try to force their own standards 
of accomplishment on the child, 
the results may be disastrous.

THE HOME TRAINING 
OF THE INFANT DEAF.

Children who have not spoken by 
the time they have reached their 
sevond birthday, may be deaf or hard- 
of-hearing, instead of slow in their 
thoughts and reactions. Their failure 
to develop speech may be due to lack 
of hearing, or lack of hearing enough 
«4 the speech sounds to permit them 
to imitate their parents or form 
words. This lack of word also means 
that the child has not received the 
same kind cf encouragement that. is 
the - experience of every . speaking 
child. The parents’ pleasure and ex- 
_citement on hearing their child’s first 
word js a great stimulant to further 
speech. , 

The parent of a child who has not 
Jearned some words by the time he is 
two may be told that nothing can be 
done. The child may be allowed to go 
withowt speech until he is five pr six 
years of age. | In this period he will 
lose his sensitivity to sound. His 
speech murcles will not be used. 
When he arrives at a School for the 
Deaf, he is likely to be mute. He 
wbout five years behind in speech-and 
speech movements. He will have a 
difficult time in learning to talk. 

The parents themselves, eopecially 
the mother, can do-much to prepare 
the child to be receptive to 
“This training can be given at home, 
beginning at age two. The parents of 
a deaf or hard-of-hearing child, will 
notice that the child can laugh, cry or 
babble. If the training given at home 
only retains these abilities, the child 
and his teacher will have less troub'te 
with speech training. In laughing, 
crying, and babbling, the deaf child 
uses sound in exactly the satne way 
us the hearing child. The great 
«difference is that the deaf child docs 
not make intelligible specch sounds. 

The parents can, at least, encourage 
the deaf child to use his speech 
organs in laughing, crying and 
babbling. They can also train him to 
understand what they ray by having 
hin® lip-read and by interpreting his 
noises, squeaks and gestures, which he 
can and will use if given encourage- 
ment. In many case&,‘the child will 
learn to respond to directions and re- 
quests made by his parents in an 
ordinary speaking voice. He should 
not be discouraged even if the parent 
is bothered by his use of squeaky or 
guttural sounds,

VFiorida and Whitewater Bay. 
There was no trace of white 
e¢ivilization in this wilderness ex- 
eept the straight road, the canal 
@m one side, and occasional 
stretches of so-called Australian 
that had been planted 
alongside the road. 

Now I am beginning to see 
birds thick and fast: dozens of 
eoots In the canal; crows, spar- 
vow hawks, and kingfishers 
perched singly on vantage points 
above the canal that was alive 
with fish. We saw twenty black 
vultures perched on some boul+ 
Gers by the canal, but we stop- 
ped counting turkey and black 
wultures, for they were in vast 
mumbers. Next came a Florida 
gallinule, marsh hawk, several 
Americen egrets, and great blue 
heron after great blue heron-(we 
maw only a few little blue heron), 
then a huge flock of boat-tailed 
shen Near a small truck 

(how did this farm man- 
age to be in this refuge?) were 
two mockingbirds and several 
Bluebirds perched on telephone 
wires. Farther along we saw 
three red-winged blackbirds, a 
green heron on a rock by ‘the 
water, a cormorant, and aflock 
of tree swallows. Woodpeckers 
had been conspitiously absent, 
but a: red-bellied. woodpecker 
put in his appearance. 

We came to cypress forests, the 
tree trunks covered with clusters 
ef alr plants, one with open red 
flowers that stood out as a bold 
e@plotch 6f color in the gray- 
green landscape. Often the canal 
was choked with water hya- 
einths.

It’s no use giving people more 
Liberty till they've learnt to 
handle what they've got. 


It’s a surprising thing that 
there aren’t more beards around, 
when you consider that the av- 
erage man spends some six 
months of his life gloomily 
scraping away 456 million un- 
wanted whiskers from two 
square miles of skin. 


Who started this futile busi- 
ness? Nobody knows. But the 
Egyptians were definitely shav- 
ing 5,000 years ago. 


It can be a painful enough 
process, too, even with a modern 
safety razor.

In other parts of the world, 
beyond reach of razor blades, 
the local citizens use such un- 
ecmfortable implements as 
sharks’ teeth, shells, pieces of 
bamboo and broken glass. 

One of the sorest cheeks in 
shaving history must have been 
suffere Samuel Pepys, who 
wrote in his diary on May 2nd, 
1662: “To trimming myself, 


which I have done. this week 


every morning with a pumice 
atone ... I find it very easy, 
speedy and cleanly, and shall 
continue the practice of it.” 

Two years later, he had chang- 
ed his mind: “This morning I 
began a practice which I find 
with the ease I do it with that 
I shall continue . . . that is to 
trim myself with a razor: which 
pleases me mightily.” 

Men have always used a blade 
of some kind to rid themselves of 
stubble trouble. The oldest 
razors yet found—jagged pieces 
of green obsidian stone — were 
used in Peru 3,000 years ago.

Down the centuries there have 
been as many reasons for shav- 
ing as there have been different 
methods of doing it. Both Peter 
the Great of Russia and Eliza- 
beth I of England pounced on 


beards as a profitable source of 


taxation. Elizabeth imposing a 
penalty of 3s. 4d. a year on 
bearded priests. 


Alexander the Great. forbade 
them in his armies on the 
grounds that they gave enemies 
too convenient a handhold. To 
the ancient Greeks, shaving was 
a sign of refinement, and Jullus 
Caesar noted that in Britain it 
indicated noble birth. 


The first attempt at a safety 
razor came in 1762, when a Paris 
master cutler produced a modi- 
fied cutthroat type, with a guard 
on the blade. The modern form 
of razor, with blade at an angle 
to the handle, came eighty-five 
years later. 


Meanwhile, imventors had a 
field day, creating suth weird 
and wonderful instruments as a 
evlindrical beard-grinding ma- 
chine, driven by a foot treadle, 
and a razor to which was attach- 
ed a small boiler designed to 
aoften the bristles with a jet.of 
steam! 


Statisticians have had a won- 
derful time with shaving. It has 
been gravely calculated, for ex- 
ample, that the energy expend- 
ed on it in a lifetime is enough 
for a 140-lb. man to climb 764 
nine-inch stairs; that the average

shaving surface, on which 25,000 
whiskers grow at least a hun- 
dredth of an inch in twenty- 
four hours.

The author of this article giv- 
img some popular German re- 
eipes says her friends and rela- 
tives frequently ask bow to make 
these dishes. We suspect that she 
fs one of those fine cooks who 
mever need to use recipes, for 
whe says she has at last “pain- 
stakingly written them out and 
them” before sharing 
them with readers of The Chris- 
tlan Science Monitor, from which 
paper I am “borrowing” them to 
pass along to you.

The word “Braten” is German 
for roast, and if you want to 
make Sauerbraten (or Sauer- 
fleisch, other pickled meats), I 
will assume for this first recipe 
that you have bought an oven 
roast. The recipes will serve 
equally well, however, with 
@ther meats and cuts; such as 
pot roast, stew meat, liver, 
rabbit or hare (the traditional 
Hasenpfeffer), veal, or duck — 
all of which may be roasted or 
stewed and then served with 
delicious sweet-sour gravy. 

In our home we use fresh cuts 
and never set the meat to pickle 
before cooking, as many do. 
Also, we serve our Sauerbraten 
with Klosse, potato dumplings, 
which are another favorite Ger- 
man dish. This is the way we 
make them both.

Sauerbraten 

For a 2-pound tender beef cut 
(shoulder or rump), grease the 
roaster with 2 level tablespoons 
of lard or bacon drippings. Salt 
and pepper the meat and place 
it in the roaster, Lay on the meat 
sliced onion, a small one or half 
@ large one. Sprinkle flour over 
the meat and into: the pan, as 


mtch as 2 or 3 rounded table-. 


spoonfuls. Pour around the meat 
2 cups of water, and add to it 
2 bay leaves, broken up. Add 
also 4 cloves, 4 allspice, a bit of 
red pepper, and a small garlic 
bud or sprinkle of garlic salt 
(red pepper and garlic may be 
omitted), 


Phen add 2 rounded table- 


spoons of sugar. (A cup of mo-. 


lasses gives the gravy a richer 
color, but as it is not very sweet, 
sugar must also be added, though 
less.) : 


Next comes 1 cup of diluted 
vinegar — diluted to avoid too 
sharp a taste. A little ground 


‘eloves and allspice—just a dash 


will help darken the gravy, or 
a level teaspoon of pickled spices 
could be ‘used instead of the 
single spices listed above. (We 
mever tie the spices in a bag, be- 
cause we like them in the gravy, 
but this can be done if pre- 
ferred.) 


Put the. cover on the roaster 
and put it into the oven, at 
medium heat. After an hour or 
#0, test by tasting, and add more 
water, vinegar, sugar, or spices 
to bring out the desired flavor— 
but let no spice predominate. 
Broken ctusts of rye bread are 


good added to the gravy, which ° 


may be thickened if necessary. 


Roast until the meat is tender, 
about 2 hours. Have plenty of 
gravy, and serve with potato 
dumplings, or Klosse.

is too sticky, add a little flour. 
Too much flour will make them 
heavy and tough, while too little 
will dissolve the dumplings into 
soup,) 

As this amount should make 
nine medium-sized dumplings, 
divide the well-mixed “dough 
into 3 parts, and then each ‘part 
into 3 more parts. Make balls of 
the dough by putting 2 or 3 
croutons in the center of each 
ball. (This insures that the cen- 
ter will be cooked.) Roll each 
ball in a little flour on the board 
or in your hand. 


When the water is boiling 
well, carefully drop in the 
dumplings. Do net. crowd them. 
They .will sink,/and when they 
rise to the surface, they are done,

but a little longer boiling, 3 to: 


5 minutes, will not harm—in all 
cook them about 15 minutes. 
Take dumplings from the water 
with a strainer, lay around the 
meat, garnish with parsley, and 
serve with sweet-sour gravy 
from the meat. (Leftover dump- 
lings are good sliced and fried 
in butter.) Use them not only 
with Sauerbraten but with pot 
roast, stews, and pork roast. 
* e * 
Pot Roast and Stews 

For pot roast and stews, use 
the same ingredients as for 
Sauerbraten. Put meat in a pot, 
and brown; in bacon drippings 


or lard, carefully on all sides, 
‘turning 


constantly. On this 
browning or searing depends 
the rich brown color of, the 
gravy. 

Have enough grease to wilt 
the diced onions which should 
now be added. 


And now comes a point of de- 
cision. You can make a deli- 
clous, brown gravy by stirring 
in and browning the flour now, 
but it must be carefully watched 
during the cooking to.keep it 
from burning. Or, you may add 
just water now, and the other 
ingredients, and thicken the 
gravy when the meat is done. 
However, the gravy will not be 
sO brown as if the flour is 
browned beforehand. 

After adding and 
the flour in the grease, add 
water, and the other ingredi- 
ents. Cook over low heat until 
meat is tender, watching care- 
fully and adding liquid or fta- 
voring as desired.

P Roast 
With Horseradish Sauce 
and Potato Dumplings 
For this dish—the Germans 
call it Schweinebraten mit Meer- 
rettigbruhe und Kartoffelklosse 
simply lift out the pork roast 
when it is done, and add grated 
horseradish roots or dehydrated 
horseradish tothe gravy before 
serving, being careful not to 
have it too strong. 


Nuts To You! 


In Brazil, where the nuts come 
from, forty ‘million Brazilians 
have never heard of brazil nuts. 
Practically the whole crop is 
exported and the few that re- 
main are eaten as “English nuts” 
—Oor German—by Brazilians con- 
vinced that the nuts have been 
shipped into their country! 

What's more, brazil nyts are 
not nuts. They are seeds nest- 
ling in the fruit of the tree we 
mentioned in the first place. 
Take a handful of brazils and 
imagine them nestling together 
like orange segments inside a 
coconut. The pod weighs up to 
4 lb. so tough that an tron 
wheel can run over it and not 
crack It. 

Growing on trees 120 feet 
high, the pods rain down in the 
gathering season, sometimes kill- 
ing unwary nut-collectors. be- 
neath them, 

Apart from being eaten, the 
nuts are valued for their edible 
oll, which {s used for burning, 


soap-making and lubricating 
watches,

‘The Wealt

Eastbourne, England — (NEA) 
—Murder?” Short, bald, be- 
fpectacled Dr, John B. (for 
Bodkin) Adams seemed startled 
when the Scotland Yard detec- 
tive came to arrest him. 


“Murder?” he repeated, his 
pale . eyebrows shooting. up. 
Then a crafty gleam came into 
his eyes. “Can you prove it was 
murder?” he said in his soft 
Irish brogue. 


Most Britons are wondering 
the same thing. Can Scotland 
Yard prove that Dr. Adams, 57- 
year-old Ulster-born bachelor, 
murdered ‘81-year-old widow, 
Mrs. Edith Morrell, “against the 
Queen’s peace?” 


Dr. Adams, the center of Brit- 
ain’s biggest murder sensation 
dn 25 years, is accused of poi- 
soning the wealthy widow by 
prescribing an overdose of 
drugs. 

J * ® 

But there is no body, for One 
thing. Mrs. Morrell was cremat- 
ed—on Dr. Adams’ orders. Her 
earthly remains were consumed 
in the furnace of Brighton's 
brand-new, nickel ~ and ~ tile 
crematorium, the few ashes re- 
maining being scattered in the 
English Channel. 


The motive for murder {4s 
weak, for another. Mrs. Mor- 
rell, the widow of a wealthy 
Liverpool food merchant, left 
Dr. Adams only “the oak chest 
containing silver in my draw- 
ing-room.” 

But Scotland Yard, it is un- 
derstood, is prepared to prove 
that she gave large sums of 
money to the doctor in her dy- 
ing days while under the influ- 
ence of drugs. 

All this must have flashed 
through the doctor’s mind as he 
buttoned on his clerical gray, 
single-breasted topcoat and pre- 
pared to accompany the detec- 
tives to the local police station. 

“I did not think you could 
prove murder,” he mumbled, 
more to himself than to the 
Scotland Yard men, adding, af- 
ter a pause, “She was dying in 
any event.” 

The hall table was piled high 
with Christmas’ cards from Dr. 
Adams’ admiring patients, for it 
was Dec. 19,°1956—only six days 
to go to Christmas. “To dear 
Dr. Adams, for his many kind- 
ness,” read one of the inscrip- 
tions. “How can I ever repay 
you?” read another. 

Dr .Adams was repaid hand- 
somely for his services to the 
wealthy Widews.of Eastbourne. 
He netted over $90,000 from. the 


deaths of 17 of his patients over * 


a 20-year period. 

In the waiting room when Dr. 
Adams was arrested were four 
elderly women, waiting their 
turn to,see Eastbourne’s most 
fashionable doctor. Going out 
the door, flanked by detectives 
on either sidé, Dr. Adams al- 
most collided with still dnother 
woman patient. 

But first there was a touch of 
pure Victorian melodrama. Act- 
ing on sudden impulse, Dr. 
Adams gripped the hand of his 
white-coated receptionist, say- 
ing in a heavy stage whisper, 
“I will see you in heaven.” 
Henry Irving, the great English 
actor, couldn't have read the 
line better. 

Then, pulling his dark blue, 
snap-brim hat well down over 
his eyes, he dashed for the po- 
lice car. 

For Dr. Adams, the arrest was 
the end of a long road that had 
taken him from his father’s tiny 
watch repair shop in Randals- 
town (pop. 986) in Northern 
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Ireland to a fashionable practice 
among Eastbourne’s Wealthiest 
residents. 


For Eastbourne it was the end 
of rumor-mongering that had 
brought this sedate seaside re- 
sort to the border of mass hys- 
teria. 

The gossip began nearly 10 
years ago with idle, rich women, 
many of them bored, who had 
little else to do but gossip. Un- 
der the hair driers, over the tea- 
cups, across the bridge tables, 
they discussed the remarkable 
number of bequests made to 
Dr. Adams in the wills of. his 
elderly women patients. 


To the outsider the columns 
of the weekly Eastbourne Gaz- 
ette would appear to contain no- 
thing more exciting than news 
of, the latest whist drive or of 
a meeting of the Psychical Re- 
search Sotiety (“Death is not 
tranquility, but a challenge,” 
was the message of a Mrs. 
Blackwell, spiritualist leader 
from London), 


But to the practiced eye there 
is drama that would make mys- 
tery writer Raymond Chandler 


green with envy in t little 
write-ups under the meading 
“Probate of Wills.” Items such 
as: 


Mrs. Emily L. Mortimer, 75, 
widow, died of cerebral throm- 
bosis. Left $6,000 to Dr. Adams 
“in return for his’ kind help and 
attention.” 

Mrs. -Amy Constance Ware, 
76, widow, died of cerebral 
thrombosis. Beqeauthed $3,000 
to Dr. Adams with the bizarre 
request that her body not only 
be cremated, but be examined 
by Dr. Adams before cremation 
“to ascertain that I am, in fact, 
dead.” 


Mrs. Julia Bradnum, 85, wid« 
ow, died of cerebral hemor- 
rhage, naming Dr. Adams sole 
executor of her will and leaving 
him $3,000. 

How the tongues clacked in 
the tearooms as news of the Dr. 
Adams bequests spread. Many 
could remember when Dr. 
Adams arrived in Eastbourne 30 
years ago, fresh from Queen’s 
University, Belfast, where he 
had taken his M.D, degree, pen- 
niless and with a widowed 
mother to support. 

A group of kind-hearted doc- 
tors had taken up a collection to 
buy the raw Ulster lad his ‘first 
medical instruments.

As the years passed the num- 
ber of legacies to Dr. Adams 
from wealthy women increased.

Miss Clara miller, 87, daugh- 
ter of an iron and steel mer- 
chant, died of coronary throm- 
bosis, leaving Dr. Adams $15,000, 
while Forence Cavill, 82, left 
him $7,000. 


Now the rumors began to take 
an ugly turn. Heretofore the 
gossip had been goodnatured, 
people confining themselves to 
“catty” remarks about Dr. 
Adams’ winning bedside manner. 


But now people began to no- 
tice that Dr. Adams, who made 
his first rounds in Eastbourne 
on a bicycle, was being driven 
by a chauffeur in a flashy

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Other facts about him were 
recalled. His passion for clay- 
pigeon shooting: Police found a 


.remarkable collection of guns in 


Dr. Adams’ house when- they 
arrested him. They also found « 
his basement. stacked with 
brand-new tires still in their 
wrappings. Dr. Adams blandly 
said, “You never can tell, there 
may be a shortage of them.” 

The sudden death last July of 
Mrs. Gertrude Hullett, 50, wid- 
low and popular hostess, brought 
the rumor-mongering to a head, 
and, incidentally, touched off 
the Scotland Yard investigation. 

Mrs. Hullett was well-liked. 
Somehow the news leaked out 
that she had changed her will 
less than 10 days before her 
death, leaving Dr. Adams her 
Rolls-Royce Silver Dawn mo- 
torcar, Also, that she had made 
out a check for $3,000 to Dr. 
Adams less than a week before 
her death. 

At the coroner’s inquest it 
was found that Mr. Hullett had 
died of an overdose of sleeping 
pills—(115 grains of barbitone 
were Yfound in her organs, 


‘enough to kill two.and a half 


normal, healthy persons), Un- 
accountably, the coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict of suicide. 
But this satisfied no one. 
Bridge games were forgotten as 
the tension arose. There were 
wild rumors of a maniac at 
large, of a hypnotic killer who 
mesmerized his victims into 


~“} changing their wills before fin- 


ishing them off with poison. 


It was at this point that Scot- 
land Yard was summoned. East+ 
bourne suddenly was invaded 
by tough~looking detectives, 
whose pin-striped suits were a 
trifle too loud, who smoked 
cigars and cocked their bowler 
hats on the side of their head, 
Then the rumors took a fresh 


turn: 


“Three hundred wills,’ they're 
looking them all up... .” 
“They say that 10 bodies are 
to be exhumed... .” 
* * * 


Rumor is a fool, but fools 
have babbled truly. The truth 
is that Scotland Yard did scru- 
tinize over 300 wills, eventually 
narrowing its investigation down 
to 17 elderly persons, nine of 
them widows. All were Dr. 
Adams’ patients, and they died. 
leaving him richer by $90,000, 
This does not include gifts made 
to him during the patients’ life- 
times, nor the motorcars, shares 


of stock left to him at their 
deaths. 
Twelve of the deaths under 


investigation’ occurred within a 
year after the patients had 
changed their wills to make Dr, 
Adams a beneficiary: two wid- 
ows died within 10 days of mak- 
ing new wills. 

In addition to the murder of 
Mrs. Edith Morrell, Dr. Adams 
is charged with haviny unlaw- 
fully procured the cremation of 
four of his deceased patients by 
falsely representing that he had 
no financial interest in their 
deaths. 

In filling out the cremation 
forms, Dr. Adams had answered 
“No” to the following questions: 


“Have you, so far you are 
aware, any pecuniary interest 
in the*death of the deceased?’ 

“Have you any reason to sus- 
pect that the death of the de- 
ceased was due, directly or in- 
directly, to (a) violence, (b) 
poison, (c) privation or _neg- 


lect?” 

He was also required to cer- 
tify: “I know of no reasonable 
cause to fuspect that the de- 
ceased died either a violent or 
unnatural «oath or a sudden 
death of which the cause is un- 


known or died in such place or 
circumstances as to require an 
inquest. in pursuance of an act.” 

Dr. Adams lied in making 
these statements, according to 


Seotland Yard.

Ploughboy—Poet 
Proposed to Queen 


Of all the suctess stories in 
history few are so amazing as 
that of Stephen Duck, the WIit- 
shire ploughboy who taught 
himself to read, became the most 
fashionable poet of his day, en- 
tered the Church and was ap- 
pointed chaplain to the King. 

In the year 1722, Stephen 
Duck was living in the Wiltshire 
village of Charlton Saint Peter. 
Though still in his teens, he had 
married and was raising a 
family -- on four and sixpence 
a week. Beer cost about a 
ha’penny a pint, and an ounce 


ee cameltoe 
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of cheap tobacco cost less than 
one of our own cigarettes. 
Anyway, Duck, a ploughboy, 
taught himself to read the whole 
of Milton's “Paradise Lost.” 
After a while, he tried his hand 
at poetry of his own and found 
that he had a genuine talent. 
The local vicar helped him and 
the manuscript of one.of his 
poems was read to George II's 
Queen at Windsor Castle. The 
Queen was so impressed by 
Duck’s talent that she sent™for 
him and persuaded him to give 


up ploughing to study. el 


Duck soon afterwards received 
a royal message appointing him 
librarian at the palace. He duly 
left his farm work and took up 
residence. at Windsor Castle. 
Other successes follawed — all 
beyond his wildest dreams. The 
former ploughboy was made ,a 
Yoeman of the Guard and was 
appointed keeper of Duck Island 
in St. Jame’s Park. 

Duck wrote more poems and 
was duly proclaimed a_ great 
genius. The Queen was anxi- 
ous to promote him even higher 
and he was persuaded to study 
for the Church. This he did and 
in. 1751 hé ‘became a_ royal 
preacher. 


It seemed that no post ,was” 


tod _high for him. He was’men- 
tioned as a possible Poet Lau- 


+ reate and even as Archbishop of 


Canterbury. Duck, however, had 
acted his part too long. He 
never felt at ease among his 
new friends and became morbid- 
ly sensitive about his birth. 

No one noticed this until he 
took to standing on his head in 
the palace gardens. Even that 
was accepted as the eccentricity 
of a genius. One morning, how- 
ever, the rumour got around that 
the royal chaplain had rushed 
into the Queen’s room to pro- 
pose marriage. Duck, in short, 
was paying the price of living 
in a dream. 

His mind had given way un 
der the strain. Even so, no one 
understood quite how ‘deranged 
he had become until, on March 
21st, 1756, 200 years ago last 
year, at the age of fifty-one, 
the ploughboy-preacher ran 
away from the palace, the vic- 
tim of religious mania. After 
wandering about the country- 
side he reached Reading where 
he drowned himself in a stream 
behind a tavern. 

Duck’s poems never were 
great. But his memory lives on 
through the gesture of. Lord 
Palmerston, who admired his 
tenacity in teaching himself to 
read and write, 

In Order to perpetuate Duck's 
memory, Lord Palmerston gave 
a sum of money for a feast to 
be held in Duck’s honour every 
June Ist at the village inn of his 
birthplace. 

Twelve local farm-workers sit 
down to a supper of cold meat 
and ale.

Modern equipment for aiding 
in many farm chores or in the 
home requires either small elec- 
tric motors or small gas engines. 


Where electric current is avail- — 


able the small fractional horse- 
power motor seems to be the 
logical choice, 

The kind of available electric 
service may be a two-wire 115 
Volt or a two- or three-wire 230 
Volt having an alternating cur- 
rent of 60 cycles or 25 cycles, or 
it may be from a small domestic 
engine driven electric generating 
plant supplying 32 Volts of di- 
rect cuyrent. The motors used, 
therefore, must sult the kind of 
electric current and _ wiring 
which is to be used. The A.C, 
motors are the type most. gen- 
erally used and most widely 
sold. The popular. kinds of A.C. 
motors are as follows:

Split Phase Motors—These are 
usually the least expénsive. to 
purchase, They include the sii 
gle phase type that operates on 
two wires and are obtainable in 
sizes ranging from 1/20 H.P. to 
1/3 H.P. They are euitable for 
light duty such as may “be re- 
quired for a small seed cleaning 
machine or a washing machine. 
They can start a machine that 
requires about twice their nor- 
mal running power for a short 
duration. An automatic switch 
mechanism disconnects the pow- 
er from its starter windings as 
soon. as the motor reaches its 
normal speed.

Capacitor Start Motors—These 
motors cost a little more but are 
the best all round motor for 
general use. Their power ratings 
range from %4 H.P, to 1 H.P. The 


motor is fitted with a capacitor,« 


which, is a condenser to absorb 
the extra surge of electric cur- 
rent when starting a machine. 
It is thus able to start a load 
that requires three times its nor- 
mal horsepower rating for a 
short period. Such motors are 
suitable for operating larger seed 
cleaning machines, water pumps 


and similar loads which require 
a little extra power to start 
them, or where the demand for 
power may fluctuate with @

Repulsion-Induction Start Mo- 
tors—-These are used where con- 
siderable power is required to 
start a load or where the power 
requirement of a machine or 
equipment may fluctuate tem- 
porarily, Repulsion - Induction 
motors have a starting torque of 
about four times their normal 
running power. These motor 
will continue to operate with 
reduced voltage. They are suit- 
able for large seed cleaning and 
grading plants, feed grinders, 
large pumps, air compressors, 
etc.

The Small Gas Engine— Where 
electric service cannot be used, 
the small air-cooled gasoline en- 
gine may be the best source of 
power. As a rule the horse- 
power rating of such an engine 
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should be about 50% greater 
than the power of an electric 
motor which might otherwise be 
used,

Two cycle air-cooled engines 
are now more reliable than they 
were a few years ago. Generally 
their normal operating speed is 
much higher than that ‘of the 
conventional four cycle engine. 
Their light weight and 
makes them suitable for port- 
able machines such as the rotary 
knife type of lawn mower, power 
chain saws, marine engines, ete. 
Special lubricating oils must be 
used and mixed precisely in the

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Changes in Poultry Farming 
in Canada are bringing a reduc- 
tion in the number of small farm 
flocks and the appearance of 
large commerical flocks. » This is 
accompanied by decreasing pro- 
fit margins making the poultry- 
man ever more conscious of pro- 
duction costs. These changes 
have brought about a reappraisal 
by egg producers of breeds and 
crosses.

The heavy, dual-purpose 
breeds and crosses which have 
been popular among poultrymen 
for many years now appear to be 
losing favor to light breeds and 
crosses. There are two reasons 
for this: (1) The price of fowl 
has been low in recent years, 
thus reducing the meat value of 
the carcass; (2) Light birds re- 


quire less feed for maintenance . 


and hence, when compared on 
the basis of equal egg produc- 
tion, produce eggs more econ~ 
omically than heavy birds. A 
four pound bird producing 200 
eggs per year consumes about 78 
pounds of feed, while a six 
pound bird laying at the same 
rate consumes about 98 pounds 
of feed. On this basis the light 
bird produces one dozen eggs on 
4.7 pounds of feed, while the 
heavy bird requires 5.9 pounds 
of feed for one dozen eggs. This 
represents a saving of about one 
dollar per bird per year for the 
light birds.

‘Since many heavy breeds are 
popular and have good growth, 
liveability, and production rec- 
ords, there is a natural reluc- 
tance on the part of producers to 
switch to other breeds. But low 
fowl prices have decreased the 
income from this source, em-

nomical egg production. Present\ 


trends indicate that profit from 
the laying flock must come 
largely from egg production and 
poultrymen are looking to the 
light breeds and crosses with 
their lower maintenance re- 
quirements for more economical 
egg production.

and howls, the strutting 
end posturing that he calls 
“singing.” 

Earning $30 a week two years 
ago, Elvis (“The Pelvis”) Pres: 
ley nows gets $600,000 a year 
from records alone. His most 
notorious dise is “Heartbreak 
Hotel,” which sold’ a million 
@opies in three weeks, although 
mobody can understand a word 
ef it. For his film debut, in a 
Western called “Love Me Ten- 
der,” 20th Century Fox paid him 
‘well over $90,000. 


Yet he can’t read a note of 
music and his advisers hastily 
stopped him.from taking singing 
lessons when, recently, he devel- 
@ped cultural ambitions! 

“Ah jes’ glower an’ wiggle 
mah jeans, and the women 
@cream out loud,” is how Pres- 
ley modestly describes his suc- 
eess. 

“Ah want yew... 

Ah need yew... 

Ah love yew... .” 
he yells, and riot-squads are 
@alled into action. 

This six-footer, weighing 11 
stone 6 Ib., gangling, with an 
@live complexion, hurls himself 
fm every direction, twangs the 
strings of his guitar, occasion- 
ally just drops the instrument 
to the floor. And in a screeching 
grab for it, proclaims; “Ah'’m 
airborne!” 

When Elvis says, “Ah’m jest 
@endin’ those dolls,” he means” 
that his female audience is in a 
@tate of frenzied hysteria when 
anything can happen. His fans 
rip off his clothes, smash his cars 
er plaster them all over with 
Mpstick kisses. At Albuquerque 
it required ten policemen and 
two wrestlers to keep order — or 
try to; the crowd of 5,000 went 
into such a state of hysteria that 
erganizations throughout Ameri- 
ea held formal meetings to see 
what could be done dbout ban- 
ming him.; They haven't suc- 
eeeded yet.

, eouldn’t get near enough to 


Presley to touch him, they sur- 
rounded a press photographer 
and touched him -— not too 
gently either. ‘Maybe he's 
touched Elvis!” they screamed. 
How far can hero-worship go? 

His squirmings and moanings,

@utraged leagues of decency, 
ehurches, welfare groups, parent 
assciations and many news: 
papers. Some U.S. top disc 
jockeys have elected not to play 
his records any more( but they 
@o on selling.) 

When ,in Ottawa (as in so 
many other places) police bar- 
red rock n’ roll sessions at a 
dance-hall and disc jockeys took 
Presley off the air, schoolchil- 
dren broke into their own school 
efter hours to jive to Elvis’s re 
cords, 

And when he appeared on 
television in New York. they 
buttoned him into a tight even- 
fing jacket so that he couldn't 
roll his hips so provokingly. 

Presley says he was singing 
fm the church choir when he 
was four. However that mav be, 
there is nothing of the church 
ehoir about his present techni 
que. Cocksure, gum-chewing, he 
neither drinks nor smokes, and 
showers around the money he 
simply is not used to earning in 
@uch vast sums that a secretary 
has to follow him around from 
restaurant to restaurant picking 
wp the wads of dollar bills he 
leaves carclessly behind him. 

He owns forty suits and

Thousands of people did, from 
all parts of the world -—- and 


- they’re causing an acute secre- 


tarial problem at Buckingham 
Palace. 

Among the well-wishers are 
many socially ambitious folk 
who would like to boast that the 
Queen has sent them a Christ- 
mas card. They will be disap- 

ted, however, for Her Ma- 

y sends a “return card” only 
#0 people personally known to 
her. 


Every year the Queen's secre- 
tarial clerks — hard ~ working 
Miss Liker and Miss Olivia 
®hort — make a gallant at- 
tempt to acknowledge all Christ- 
mas greetings. Nowadays, how- 
@ver, the postage bill is becom- 
fing so huge that the Household 
Treasurer would like to see the 
matter dealt with by the inser- 
tlon of a phrase of thanks in 
the Queen's Christmas broad- 


The snag is that this might 
fmecrease the loyal Christmas 
eard avalanche — and already 
the Palace has to pass a truck- 
load of cards to children’s hos- 
pitals. 

Observance of tradition adds 
considerably to the Queen's 
Christmas mail, but sometimes 
this includes a gift which is of 
special appeal. 

For instance, Her Majesty al- 
ways receives a posy of sum- 
mer-time wild flowers from 
Australia. It would be difficult 
to imagine a gift more accept- 
able, in the gloom of an Eng- 
Hsh winter. 

Another floral gift regularly 
received by the Queen each 
Christmas is a casket of white 
flowering thorn-sprigs from 
Glastonbury’s Holy Thorn, sent 
to Her Majesty with seasonable 
greetings by the Mayor and Vi-. 
ear of Glastonbury. 

The legend states that when 
Joseph of Arimathea first went 
there as a missionary, he stuck 
his thorn staff into the ground 
at Glastonbury and it took root 
and blossomed. Ever since then 
ft has blossomed at Christmas. 

Similarly, the lairds of Foulis 
have to pay a bucket of snow 
as Christmas rent for their 
lands — but if there is no snow 
at Christmas, the dekt. may be 
paid when next there is a snow~ 
fall. 

One Christmas gift was notice- 
ably absent from the Queen’s 
mail last year. For many years 
a five pound note had been re- 
eeived from an anonymous 
well-wisher, and paid into Her 
Majesty's Charities Account. At- 
ternpts had been made to trace 
the sender, and this may have 
been the reason for the non- 
receipt of the gift last year. 

The colossal Palace Christmas 
mail always includes a grand 
array of knitted garments for 
Prince Charles and Princess 
Anne. These present quite a 
problem. The givers so obvi- 
@usly mean well but presum- 
ably are ignorant of the rule 
that gifts cannot be accepted. 
from anyone unknown person- 
ally to the Royal Family.

At Sandringham, a large room 
has to be used for storing Roy- 
alty’s problem gifts. Always 
theré is the hope that a use 
will -be found for everything 
sooner or later, but many pre- 
sents range from the impractical 
to the utterly weird. . 

What gives the Queen most 
pleasure when her family pre- 
sents are opened? Links of senti- 
ment are forged by the Duke of 
Edinburgh's gifts of jewellery, 
and Her Majesty adores films of 
racing interest; many reels are 
included among her gifts, and 
these are added to-her private 
film library. Another prize gift 
was the happy choice of an oil- 
painting of a face-horse that 
was a Royal favourite. 


The Queen's ideal gift was a” 


portable typewriter given by 
Princess Margaret. Her Majesty 
had great fun learning to type 
letters to close relatives and 
friends. 

The Royal children are en- 
couraged to prepare little home- 
made gifts, but the result is 
not always successful. For it’s 
on record that the Queen open- 
ed a specially attractive package 
one year to find that it contain- 
ed dog-biscuits !

Too many of us, when we 
plan having chicken, think only 
of the younger — and more 
expensive! — birds, fit for roast- 
ing and frying. This is a great 
mistake as the older fowl, if 
properly cooked of course, have 
a flavour and goodness all their 
own. 

Stewing Chicken 

Stewing chicken has always 
played an important role in 
meal planning. Its meat is so 
often the choice for chicken 
salads, pies, shortcakes, sand- 
wiches, croquettes, casseroles 
and soups. 

Stewing and braising, moist- 
heat methods, are used for cook- 
ing this mature, less tender 
chicken. Moist. beat is required 
to soften its connective tissue 


and low to moderate heat is: 


the rule. 

Place whole or cut-up stew- 
ing chicken in a kettle. For each 
pound of chicken, add % to 1 
cup of water and % teaspoon 
salt. The quantity of water 
used depends on the amount of 
broth wanted. For additional 
flavour, add 3 or 4 pepper ber- 
ries, 1 small carret, 1 small 
onion, 2 ribs of celery and a 
clove. 

Simmer chicken until the 
thickest portions are fork-tender 
— 2% to 4 hours. Remove 
chicken, then cool chicken and 
broth promptly. Cover and re- 
frigerate unless chicken is to 
be used immediately. One 
pound of stewing chicken will 
yield about 1 eup diced cooked 
chicken meat. 


Braised Fowl 


To braise an older bird, tuck 
the legs into the band of skin 
under the tail. Place the bird, 
breast up on a rack in a large 
kettle. Pour in boiling water up 
to rack but not over the bird. 

Cover the kettle and let water 
boil gently but not furiously. 
Add more boiling water as re« 
quired. After 1% hours steam- 
ing, remove bird. 

Stuff bird with your favour- 
ite stuffing, truss, coat. with fat 
and sprinkle with salt. Place on 
a rack in a roasting pan. Add 
1 cup of broth. from steaming 
kettle. Cover and cook’'in a mo- 
derate oven of 350 degrees until 
fowl! is tender — 1% to 2 hours.

Urges Income. 
Tax Reductions 


OTTAWA — The Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce recently 
urged the government to an- 
nounce in the forthcoming bud- 
get a broad plan of deferred 
tax reductions appropriate to 
the developing surplus. 

The Executive Council of the 
Canadian Chamber, in a brief to 
the Ministers of ‘Finance and 
National Revenue said it would 
appear that there is at least 
from $300 to $400 millions of 
annual revenue that could be 
applied to tax cuts. The brief 
warned, however, that because 
of the inflationary environment 
the “full application of such tax 
reductions should be déferred 
to a time when inflationary 
pressures have abated and 
when such reductions would be 
useful. and constructive from 
every point of view.” 

Any such program of deferred 
tax reductions, the brief said, 
should include the following 
changes: 

(a) Reductions in the lower 
and middle rates of tax on per- 
sonal tincome. Such reductions 


would put more emphasis on 


enort ana emiciency and make 
easier the accumulation of ca- 
pital. by more people. 

(b) A reduction in the gen- 
eral rate of tax .on corporate 
income and an increase in the 
present $20,000 limit to which 
the lower rate on corporate in- 
come now applies. Such a re- 
duction would put Canadian 
business in a better position to 
keep up in the rapid advance of 
nctan and to hold: and 
strengthen its competitive posi- 
tion vis-a-vis other countries. 

(c) A review of the ‘special 
excise tax structure with a view 
to removing anomalies and lim- 


iting such taxation only to com-~ 


modities which are regarded as 
appropriate for special taxation 
6n a permanent basis. 

While generally approving the 
present tight money policy, the 
Executive Cocncil brief issued 
a warning against overdoing it, 
claiming the policy of restraint 
should be eased as inflationary 
pressures slacken. A _ special 
section on present monetary 
policy said in part that such a 
policy is regarded “as the least 
undesirable of the various alter- 
natives which might be consid- 
ered by the government, includ- 
ing increased / taxation, direct 
measures of/ control, and of 
course the alternative of simply 
letting the ‘inflation take its 
course ... It would be fatally 
easy and superficially popular 
for the monetary authorities to 
accede to the growing. demand 
for money and credit. But if the 
demand is excessive in relation 
to the existing productive capa- 
city of the economy, it can only 
result in bidding up prices and 
costs. The best way to check in- 
flation is to prevent undue ex- 
pansion in the supply of money 
and credit.” ~ 

A section of the brief devoted 
to government. expenditures 
urged Ottawa to place “more 
than ordinary emphasis” on 
containing the present level of 
expenditure. Apart from pos- 
sible defence requirements, it 
was stated, the most urgent de- 
mands are in the area of muni- 
cipal and provincial responsi- 
bility and if at all possible it 
is desirable that the federal tax 
collector should make some 
room for unavoidable increases 
in municipal and provincial tax- 
ation. Otherwise, the overall tax 
load is more likely to increase 
than to decline,

Research at the Beaverlodge 
Experimental Farm, has disclos- 
ed no practical method for the 
chemical control of wild oats in 
grain crops, says A. C. Carder.

It is applied 
when the wild oats are in the 
milk stage with the object of 
devitalizing the wild oat kernel 
without injury to the seed of 
the cultivated crop. The cost of 
application is about $3 per acre. 
Although this method succeed- 
ed on an experimental basis it 
proved unsatisfactory for com- 
mercial use. One reason for this 
is that the period during which 
successful treatment can be 
made is sometimes very short 
and may be difficult to deter- 
mine. Mareover, with severe in- 
festations, repeated applications 
over a number of years *are 
necessary before there is any 
marked visible reduction in wild 
oat population. 


More recently the feasibility 
of the use of pre-planting che- 
micals. has been examined. Nine 
different pre-planting chemicals 
were applied to the soli im fall 
and spring and immediately 
worked in thoroughly with a 
disc. The crops subsequently 
seeded were wheat, gats, barley, 
flax and peas. Phe object was 
to kill the germinating wild oat 
kernels in the soil while doing 
no damage to that of the seeded 
crops. Ten pounds per acre of 
IPC applied in the fall elimin- 
ated 90 per cent of the wild oats 
with no apparent injury to peas 
but other crops suffered severe- 
ly. In one test, fifteen pounds of 
2.4-D. ester per acre, also ap- 
plied in the fall, prevented: ger- 
mination of most of the wild 
oats and did little harm to cul- 
tivated oats seeded in the 
spring. Other crop species were 
seriously injured. However, cur- 
rent prices of these two chemi- 
cals at’ the above rates makes 


their commercial application 
unpractical. 

The chemical CIPC, a close 
relative of IPC, gave a high 


degree of control of wild oats 
but caused some injury. to peas. 
MCP ester proved more lethal 
to wild oats than did the ester 
of 2.4-D, but did 


considerably 


more. harm to the seeded crops 
Other chemicals, such as CDAA 
and CDEC, gave some control 
at. Beaverlodge when applied 
early in the spring before. seed- 
ing but only at rates which 
injured the -crop 
> ol * 

A vital factor in the success 
or failure of ensiling forage 
crops is the degree of packing 
employed in relation to the 
moisture content of the crop. 
This factor can be controlled by 
stage of maturity, wilting or 


partial drying, addition of mois- 
ture, length of cut, amount of 
packing, speed of ensiling and 
other methods of operation. : 

W. E. Cordukes, agronomist 
at the Central Experimental 
Farm, says grasses and legumes 
can be ensiled in different types 
of silos at any time from the 
early bud stage to the full bloom 
stage of growth of the legumes 
in the sward. For high quality 
silage, free air must be elimin- 
ated from the silage mass in 
order to produce @ proper type 


of fermentation. While adequate 
compaction is paramount, over- 
compaction of high moisture 
forages can also result in a poor 
quality silage. 

At the bud stage, the standing 
crop contains a very high per- 
centage of moisture. To offset 
high moisture, wilting or a long 
length of chop and a moderate 
degree of compaction should be 
employed. As the crop advances 
in maturity, the. moisture con- 
tent decreases; and so with each 
advance in maturity the amount 
of packing required to eélimin- 
ate air in the mass increases. 
At the full bloom growth stage, 
compaction becomes extremely 
important and difficult to attain, 
and if not acomplished, will cer- 
tainly result in a poor quality 
silage. By employing a shorter 
length of cut with advancing 
crop maturity, compaction can 
be greatly facilitated. 

Results of silage experiments 
at Ottawa clearly illustrate the 
importance of proper compac- 
tion. A grass-legume silage en- 
siled at 75 per cent moisture, 
but with little or no compaction, 
gave a silage of poor quality

almost imagine it would pay to 
bein an accident. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. Any- 
oné who has ever been involved 
in a car accident knows that in 
many cases no amount of money 
can repair the personal damage 
to the nervous system that often 
is a direct result of the accident. 
"Yes, there is always plenty of 
free and unsolicited mail — to 
harass the mail carrier, to clut- 
ter up the mail boxes and to de- 
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ceive us into thinking that 
neatly tucked inside the 
paper we have.a nice budget of 
interesting letters to carry back 
to the house. However it is just 
one of those things .. . adver- 
tising seems to be absolutely 
necessary in these days of keen 
competition.

Office Buildin 
Heated By Sun 
Keeping warm in cold weather 
ie 20 important to homeowners 
that one-fourth of the fuel they 
wae is for heating. Winter com- 
fort means a furnace fired by 
gas, oil, or coal, with electricity 


about the only other means of 
doing the job. 


Designers in Albuquerque, 
-N.M., have gone the engineers 
ene better — heating an office 
building with another kind of 
furnace. This furnace js 93,000.- 
O00 miles away—in other words 
the sun. 

A number of homes have been 
heated in the past with solar 
energy, but the office building 
fa the first of its kind. 

Strikingly modern, the 4,300- 
square-foot building has one en- 
thre Wall of glass panels. This 
wall, actually a solar “collector” 

to an angle of 30 degrees, 
— the key to the heating sys- 


Under the glass are metal 
panels through which water cir- 
@ulates. Fabrication of these 
panels is unusual. A sheet of 
aluminum has the desired chan- 
mels for weter passage “painted” 
@m it with a special compound, 


A second'sheet of metal is plac- 
ed over the first and the two are 


bonded together with tremen- 
d@ous heat and pressure. Where 
the “painting” was done, the 
metal does not stick together. 
Here, hydraulic pressure ex- 
pands the channel which was 
marked out, and it is through 
this that the water travels. 

The more than 800 square feet 
ef collecting surface gathers 
enough heat from the sun even 
@m winter days to heat the in- 
terior of the building by means 
#f air blown over the hot-water 
eoils. 

And if you think the solar 
“furnace” shuts down after dark, 
you're wrong. A_ 6,000-gallon 
water tank stores heat in the 
form of hot water and this is 
weed at night and during cloudy 
Weather. There is sufficient stor- 
age for three days’ operation. 

Engineers expect that sun heat 
will provide 90 per cent of the 


' beating required for the new 


building. In the fall, and again 
fm spring, it is sometimes neces- 
@ary to heat during night and 
morning while cooling in the 
afternoon. So, heat is shut off 
when not needed and stored in 
the water tank. . 

In conjunction with the solar 
heating system, the building has 
a “heat pump” and a evapora- 
tive water cooler. Thus, it is 
@ompletely air conditioned the 
year round. 

The building was constructed 
fer about the same cost per 
square foot as a conventional 
Building, and the designers are 
@enfident that operating costs 
will be much lower than with 
@ gas-fired furnace. Serving as 
a basis for the design of similar 
structures, the solar-~heated 
building may even influence re- 
@idences as well. Perhaps some 
day apartments may proudly 
advertise “solar heat.”

Monte Carlo and How It Started 


Fabulous Monte Carlo—spot- 
lighted last year by the wedding 
of Grace’Kelly and Prince Rai- 
nier—was in the news again last 
month with the royal couple’s 
eagerly awaited. happy event. 
But the tiny state of Monaco, 
with its great gambling casino, 
has often claimed the world’s 
headlines in the past. How did 
Monte Carlo begin? 


In Paris, just a hundred years 
ago, twin brothers, Fraricois and 
Charles Blanc, were waiters in a 
third-rate restaurant and shared 
a bedroom in a garret. When 
Francois got the sack from his 
job their united capital was 18s. 
But Francois had his dreams. He 
enticed his brother into a scheme 
to swindle some stockbrokers. 


The Blanc brothers worked 
out a system of signaling by 
semaphore ahd used it on the 
Paris Stock Exchange. So when 
they bought and sold foreign 
shares they alone knew whether 
the shares had gone up or down, 
Several Paris brokers became 
suspicious and engaged half a 
dozen detectives to watch the 
Blancs, were eventually 
caught redhanded and sent wW 
jail for seven months. 

But they made a pile just the 
same. For although they spent 
much money on their defence 
and bribing witnesses and had to 
pay back a great deal of the 
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PORTUNATELY — The legend on the bumper of this truck tractor 
would seem to be justified.

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money they had made, the twins 
left prison with a capital of 
£4,000, a large surn a hundred 
years ago. 

The Blancs went to Hamburg, 
and obtained the gambling con- 
cession there and made a success 
of it. So much so that Lord 
Brougham, the British legal ex- 
pert who popularized the poky 
little village of Cannes and 
turned it into a thriving tourist 
elty, said of Francois Blanc: “He 
astonished me by the profundity 
of his prevision and calculation.” 
Certainly Francois Blanc was an 
astute financier. 

Soon after he arrived in the 
German city, Francois married 
a beautiful Bavarian peasant 
girl, Charlotte Hensel, who had 
left the countryside to be a maid 
in a small Hamburg hotel. Ru- 
mour said it was a “shotgun 
marriage,” but most certainly 
Madame Francois Blane was the 
driving force behind her hus- 
band’s huge fortune and became 
the mother-in-law of princes. 

Francois flourished in Ham- 
burg. until Prussia defeated 
France in 1871. Then Germany 
was united under the first Kai- 
ser, WhO was.coon threatening 
to annul the gambling conces- 
sions. in Germany. Francdir 
Blanc thought he’d better look 
for pastures new. 

He heard that several syndi- 
cates were trying to obtain a 
gambling concession in the Prin- 
¢eipality of Monaco where the 
reigning prince was on the verge 
of bankruptty. The location the 
syndicates were after was known 
as Le Roc de Spelugues, later to 
become world-famous as “Char- 
lie’s. Mount.” 

Francois came too late. The 
Rock had been let to a couple 
of adventurers who had bam- 
boozled the prince into granting 
them a concession. But Francois 


‘Blane stayed to look over the 


property on which he had his 
eye. 

He decided that thousands of 
pounds would have to be spent 
on it before It could be the suc- 
cess he visualized. For one thing, 
the place was almost inacces- 
sible. There was no railway — 
Monaco could only be reached 
by a foul ship which took an 
hour and a half, or by - coach, 
which took twice as long. 

Blane left his spies behind 
him in Monaco to advise him 
how the adventurers were far- 
ing with their gambling conces- 
sion and returned to Germany. 

When he got word that the

syndicate was on the point of 
failing he drew £50,000 from 
his bank, took it to Monaco and 
said to a man named Lefevre, 
who held the concession, “I'll 
give you £50,000 in cash for 
your concession. If you haggle, 
V'll give you nothing! Now I'm 
going to lunch. If you haven't 
made up your mind before I've 
finished, then I shall return to 
Germany and never come back!” 

Before he had finished his 
meal Lefevre came to him and 
said simply: “Give me the mon- 
ey.” 

The small inn where Francois 
lunched that fateful day is now 
the famous Hotel de Paris where 


Grace Kelly stayed before her | 


wedding. 

One of the first things Fran- 
cois did was to put his wife in 
charge of the hotel—and she be- 
gan to work wonders. Meals in 
those. days cost 4s., including 
wine, Francois gave orders that 
gamblers who had lost their 
money at the casino opposite 
could chalk up their meals at 
the hotel. 

Francois Blanc may have been 
the “Uncrowned King of Monte 
Carlo,” but certainly Madame 
Blanc, the former Bavarian pea- 
sant girl, was the uncrowned 
queen. She became known local- 
ly as “The Queen of Roulette.” 

Blane was very generous to 
the reigning prince. He gave him 
£2,000 a year, plus ten per cent. 
royalty on the profits of the Ca- 
sino. He also paid, -fed and 
clothed the prince’s aggy of 120 

cers and men, maintained the 
@ighty-strong Monaco police 
force, subsidized the public ser- 
vices and the Church. 


Madame Blanc also started a- 


salon and, although illiturate, 
she made a successful climb into 
Riviera society. Then, after her 
husband died a multi-millionaire 
in 1877, she became even more 
socially ambitious, She married 
her daughter Louise to Prince 
Constantine Radziwill, but she 
was dissatisfied with the match. 
She said her younger daughter 
Marie must do better. 

Marie was coached before she 
left school to be worthy bait for 
royalty. There had been a cool- 
ness between the Blancs-and the 
prince of Monaco. He felt that 
he was being laughed at for 
taking money from ‘a Parisian 
ex-waiter. He decided that if he 
was to be insulted it would have 
to be worth while, so he had 
asked Blanc to increase the roy- 
alty on the profits. 

Blane had agreed without a 
murmur, but he insisted that 
both the officers and men of the 
prince’s army must always sa- 
lute him and his wife! 

Now Marie Blanc was out of 
the schoolroom and ready to be 
courted. The prince of Monaco 
was disdainful, was he? Well, 
well, Marie’s mamma _ would 
show him. Let the other suitors 
appear. 

The first to come forward was 
Prince Henry of Battenburg, but 
Mamma turned him down be- 
eause she wanted a French hus- 
band. for Marie. The marriage 
broker” @Mploved by Madame 
Blanc then bf0e¢ht . forward 
Prince Roland Bonaparte. This 
time Mamma approved § and 
Marie was married. 

Madame Blanc, even during 
her husband’s lifetime, had been 
worried by the increasing power 
of Francois Blane’s large illegiti- 
mate family. They were mostly 
males, but the shrewd Bavarian- 
born “Queen of Roulette” calcu- 
lated that with her daughters 
both married to princes, they 
would be a barrier against the 
progress at the Casino of the 
daughters’ half-brothers. 

In 1881 Madame Blane died. 
And two years after her mar- 
riage to Prince Roland Bona- 
parte, Marie also died. 

* But Francois Blane did have a 

legitimate son, Edmond, who, 
when the Casino was turned in- 
to a limited liability company, 
became joint director with his 
princely brothers-in-law. Later, 
al] three pulled out. 

The princes obtained huge for- 
tunes for their shares. Edmond 
put his roulette fortune into su- 
gar. He entered French political 
life and was unseated. for bri- 
bery and corruption. 

But there was yet another

ivic deeds, died at 3.25 a.m. o 
Tuesday. Februarv(19, in a hospital at 
Fort Worth, Texas, after a two-week 
liness. ae i 

Thompson was president of the 
Westbrook-Thompson Holding —Gorp- 
oration, an oil profucing firm with 
production in Alabama, Mississippi 
Louisiana, South Dakota and Texas. 

He also had individual oil holdings 
over the Southwest, independent of 
the two firms. 

He joined with W. L. Stewart and 
Roy A. Westbrook, both of Fort 
Worth, to drill the discovery well in 
Winkler County in the mid-19208 on 
the T. G. Hendrick ranch near Wink 
after Westbrook had 32,000 
acres. The three men still were 
gartners at the time of Thompson's 
death. 

For his/civic deeds he was present- 
ed the Goldén Deeds Award of the 
Fort Worth Exchange Clyb.in 1936. 

At_the” banquet,the late Amon 
Carter said of Thompson: 

“He was the largest individual con- 
tributor to the Fort Worth Frontier 
Centennial. I only wish we had more 
Stanley Thompsons. I don't believe 
we will ever find a man more deserv- 
ing of the honors paid him. 

Gov. James V. Allred, also a 
banquet speaker, said: 

“If all the citizens were of the fine 
type he represents we wouldn't need 
so many Legislatures in session, not 
*°o many laws passed and not so many 
law's enforced.” 

Thompson became president of the 
Fort Worth Cats Baseball Club in 
1937 and served until World War I 
caused the league to halt play in 
1942, 

He served as chairman of the big 
gifts committee of the Community 
Chest. Thompson was a strong booster 
of TCU, its football team and student 
life. He served as president of TCU's 
educational foundation. 

His pet project during World War 
II was th> Teen Canteen. He a'so 
served as Tarrant County chairman of 
the gasoline rationing. board.
